Proposed Constitutional Amendment,

The lollowing proposed amendment
to the constitution of the state of Ne
braska, as hereinafter set forth (n full
is submitted to the electors of the
state of Nebraska, to be voted upon
at the general eleetion to be held
Tuesday, Noveamber 6, A D, 1906,

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of
the State of Nehraska:

Section 1. That at the general elec
tion for state and legislative nfficers
to be held on the Tuesday, succeeding
the first Monday In November, 1806,
the following provision he proposed
and submitted to the electors of the
state as an amendment to the consti-
tution,

Section 2. There shall be a state
rallway commisgion, consisting of
three members, who shall be fArst
elected at the general election In 1905
whose terms of offiee, eéxcepl those
chosen at the first election under thie
provision, shall be six years, and
whose compensation shall be fixed by
the legislature,

Of the three commissloners first
elected, the one reeceiving the highest
number of votes, shall hold his offes
for six years, the next highest four
vears, and the lowest two years. The
nowers and dutles of such commission
shall inelude the regulation of rates,
gervice and general control of com-
mon’ carriers as the legisluture may

/

provide by law. But In the absence of
specific legislation, the commission
shall exercige the powers and perform
the duties enumerated in this provi-
slon.
